Snyder was identified as a prose­ 
cution witness, Raymond Dereume, 
of Punxsutawney, treasurer of the 
Jefferson County Democratic com­ 
mittee from 1936 to 1938, as the 
“contact m an” in Harrisburg who 
turned in assessments paid by state 
employes. 
The defendants, including Demo­ 
cratic State Chairman David L. 
Lawrence and former secretary of 
labor and industry Ralph M. Bas­ 
hore, privately asserted they did not 
know Snyder. 
Witness Hostile 
On the witness stand for the sec­ 
ond successive day, Dereume, whom 
Prosecutor Earl V. Compton termed 
“hostile” 
to 
the cèmmonwealth’s 
case, described Snyder as the repre­ 
sentative of the Jefferson County 
Democratic committee in patronage 
m atters during the latter years of 
the Earl administration. 
Snyder, he said, turned over as­

Paul Rey- 
naud, Neville Chamberlain. Edouard 
Daladler and Pope Pius XII in his 
six-week tour of Europe, Welles 
would say not a word either as to 
the substance or circumstances of 
these conversations, repeating his 
first statement that any comment 
would have to come from the White 
House.

Another in­ 
stance that the President recognizes 
religious feeling as a factor in poli­ 
tics and appointments is the ca.se of 
Mr. Frank Murphy. 
That being a 
Catholic was one reason for putting 
him on the Supreme Court Is not 
questioned. 
He took the place of 
the late Justice Butler, who was a 
Catholic. 
Mr. Roosevelt was said 
by those in his confidence to feel it 
essential to put another Catholic in 
his place. 
That was not the only 
reason for the Murphy appointment, 
but it quite certainly w'as one. 


IN THIS connection it is interesting 
to note that there seems more acute 
apprehension over the religious is­ 
sue among friends of Attorney Gen­ 
eral Jackson, fair-haired favorite of 
the White House, than in any oth*r 
group. 
They complain that Mr. 
Jackson has been “damaged” by 
“Catholic resentment”. 'Totally de­ 
void himself of prejudice, his admir- i 
ing newspaper friends assert that 1 
two years ago Mr. Jackson's effort, 
opposed by Mr. Farley, to become 
Governor of New York, had caused

With a view* toward prevention of 
fatal motor vehicle accidents in the 
state, an analysis of motor vehicle 
accidents has been made by the 
Pennsylvania Motor Police by coun­ 
ties, which reveals that careless ped­ 
estrians are the leading cause of 
fatalities in Lawrence county. 
Some interesting statistics are re­ 
vealed in this analysis. They show 
that most of the fatal accidents in 
the county occurred in the rura. 
section, that most of them were on 
clear days, and that most of them 
were on level stretches of the high­ 
way. It also reveals that most of 
the fatal accidents were caused by 
passenger vehicles, and most oc­ 
curred between noon and midnight, 
the majority occuring during day­ 
light. 
The only hour between noon and 
midnight in which there were no 
fatal accidents was from 11 to 12 
o'clock. Between 12 and (me a.m. 
there were no fatal accidents; be- 
tm-een 2 and 5 a. m., and from 7 to 
8 a.m. and 9 to 10 a.m. Between 
7 and 8 p. m. is the worst time of 
the day, six fatal accidents having 
occurred during this two hour per­ 
iod. 
Twenty-three fatal motor vehicle 
accidents were reported as having 
occurred in Lawrence county during 
the year. Pedestrian accidents made 
up the greatest single type with

During 1938 Lawrence county had 
twenty-two fatal motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents according to records of the 
Department of Revenue.

In the roster of pioneer industries 
the printing industry insists upon a 
place for it goes back to the fif­ 
teenth century when Johann Guten 
berg discovered 
that 
by 
carving 
wooden characters 
and 
smearing 
them with ink he could reproduce 
the 
characters 
upon 
vellum 
or 
parchment. 
Prior to that the an­ 
cient Assyrians and the Chinese are 
said to have had some form 
of 
printing but the record is not too 
clear. 
Since Gutenberg the art of print­ 
ing has developed and 
improved 
and today you can read and write 
largely because of 
his 
discovery. 
The introduction of electricity 
to 
printing presses, the linotype ma­ 
chine, these two things are large­ 
ly responsible for the speed with 
which newspapers are printed 
to­ 
day. 
The first newspaper in New Cas­ 
tle 
was 
the New Castle Register, 
published in a log cabin on North 
street in 1826. In 1834 the New Cas­ 
tle Intelligencer w’as started by John 
W. Cunningham. In 1837 the West­ 
ern Sentinel was published for 
a 
short time by O. C. Lockhart and 
from December 1838 to 1839 no pa­ 
per was published. 
From 1841 on 
there were a 
number 
of 
papers 
started, some of them organs of 
political parties among them the 
Whigs and the Democrats. 
Among 
the papers were The New Castle 
Gazette, 
New 
Castle 
Democrat, 
Lawrence Journal, the Dew Drop, 
the Courant-Guardian, the Soldiers’ 
Bulletin, the Lawrence Guardian, 
the New Castle Herald. 
In 1880 George E. Treadwell, 
a 
Civil War veteran and a graduate 
of Yale University started the New 
Castle News with a group of print­ 
ers joining him in the venture. 
A 


weekly w?as run In conjunction with 
the daily. 
In 1882 a young farmer 
lad, Fred L. Rentz was given a job 
as a printers’ “devil” and a short 
time later began learning his trade 
as a compositor. 
His trade learned 
he worked at It until he was made 
foreman and in 1896 became the 
plant manager and part owner. In 
1924 he was made president w?hich 
post he holds today. 
In 1923 The News moved Into Its 
present 
home 
on 
North 
Mercer 
street, 
a 
modern, 
well equipped 
newspaper plant, publishing 
daily 
except Sunday. 
Mr. Rentz’ son, J. 
F. Rentz is the general manager of 
The News today, and his son, Rich­ 
ard E. Rentz, is a member of the 
advertising staff. 
Thus three gen­ 
erations of the Rentz family are ac­ 
tively engaged in the publishing of 
the New Castle News. Seventy peo­ 
ple are employed, not counting car­ 
riers and part time correspondents. 
While The News is the only news­ 
paper published in Newr Castle there 
are a number of 
competent 
job 
printing offices. 
Oldest of these is 
the Miller, Pyle and Street Com­ 
pany, founded in 1873 by Cornelius 
J. Miller and William B. Thomas. 
Later George R. Graham entered 
the firm along with William H. Van 
Gorder who sold his interest later 
to Norris D. Pyle. 
In 1910 George 
R. Graham retired and his interests 
was taken by Albert Street. 
Re­ 
cently Mr. Pyle died and Mr. Street 
is now the sole owiier of the firm. 
In 1890, the present Brindle Print­ 
ing Company was established by 
James and Dave Warnock, but in 
1896 Edward Brindle bought an in­ 
terest in the firm, the name then 
being Warnock-Brindle 
Company. 
E. R. Kingsley entered the firm in 
1901 purchasing the Warnock inter­ 
ests with Mr. Brindle. 


In 1898 the 
Leathers 
Printing 
Company was established by 
John 
Leathers who 
still 
conducts 
the 
business. 
In 1910 Henry G. Else started 
printing company and is still oper­ 
ating the company himself. 
In 1921 the New Castle Printing 
Company was established and since 
then has been under several man 
agements. 
The present officers are 
R. D. Love, president. George Rich 
ardson, secretary and treasurer and 
Carl A. Anderson, manager. 
In 1932 the Commercial Printing 
Company was established by F. C. 
Clobus. 
The company docs a wide 
variety of job printing work. 
In 1938 the newest printing firm 
of the city opened, The Universal. 
Two young men, Paul J. Rinker and 
Linden “Lindy” Bruce started the 
business and are conducting it to­ 
day. 
There are a number of other in­ 
dustries that have not 
yet 
been 
given any attention in the articles 
published on industries in New Cas­ 
tle and environs, and while they 
have no kinship with the 
printing 
industry they are included in this 
article because of the 
time 
and 
space element. 
The Shaw Perkins Manufacturing 
Company of 
West 
Pittsburg 
was 
first 
established 
in 
1900 as the 
Pressed Radiator Company of Amer­ 
ica but in 1911 the present firm 
name was adopted. 
The company 
manufactures high grade patented 
radiators. Since 1914 they have been 
making transformer radiators and 
a high conduction radiator which is 
used extensively by the shipping in­ 
dustry on both sea coasts. 
An in­ 
dustrial radiator manufactured by 
them is being used extensively in 
hotels and at the present time the 


company is experimenting upon a 
new type of radiator which is ex­ 
pected to reach production before 
long. Sixty men are employed with 
H. W. Rinearson as president and 
plant manager and George Truby as 
superintendent. 
From radiators we get over 
to 
pumps, those of the Daniel Murphy 
Machine 
Company. 
Mr. 
Murphy 
started doing general machine work 
in 1916 which consisted 
of 
doing 
plant maintenance work for local 
industries. In 1928 he conceived the 
idea of manufacturing water pumps 
and by 1935 had developed a com­ 
plete line of new type pumpe. 
Today he is manufacturing nine 
different types of pumpe, for a va­ 
riety of purposes, 
home 
system 
pumps, 
shallow 
and 
d e e p 
well 
pumps, sump 
pumps, 
centrifugal 
pumps, 
sludge 
and 
pottery 
slip 
pumps, check valves, 
foot 
valves 
and cylinders. 
Printing, radiators and pumps and 
finally coal 
While there are scores 
of small coal mines in the county 
the two largest companies are 
the 
Vance Company of Wampum and 
the Boyles Coal and Supply Com­ 
pany. 
The Vance Company is owned by 
J. H. Johnston with 125 employes 
working with him. 
About 
15,000 
tons of coal per month are pro­ 
duced. 
The Boyles Coal and Supply Com­ 
pany Ls operated by E Norris Boyles 
who started in 1920 with one truck. 
In 1926 the firm became Boyles and 
Milsom but the partnership was dis­ 
solved in 1935 and Mr. Boyles re­ 
sumed the operation of the business 
alone 
Today he has 35 men work­ 
ing for him, operates 14 trucks and 
in 1939 produced about 60,000 tons 
of coal.

Blackouts Cause 
Injuries To Five 
Million British 


Cuualtie* Amount To 30,000 
People Each Night In 
England

LONDON — About 
five 
million 
adults in Britain have suffered some 
sort of injury as the result of black­ 
out conditions at night—an average 
of 30.000 every night since the 
blackout was ordered at the beginn­ 
ing oi last September. 
This was revealed todav bv the 
British Institute of Public Opinion 
following a carefully checked survey 
of representative adults. 
They were a^ked: “Have you suf- 
fcied any physical injuries because 
of the blackout?" Eighteen per cent 
answered "Yes.** 
The 
question 
was 
deliberately 
framed to include all injuries, tri­ 
vial as well as severe, received at 
home, at work, and in the streets. 
2.133 HAve Lost Lives 
Officially, since the blackout cur­ 
tain descended on the British Isles 
the night of September 
1, 
1939. 
2133 persons met their death on 
the roads of Britain during the 
blackout hours, an average of 23 
killed every night. The B. I. p. o .s 
survey is the first attempt to ascer­ 
tain the number injured during the 
blackout. 
Comments made to the B. I. p. o 
interviewers showed that most of 
those who answered "Yes" had suf­ 
fered only bumps, bruises, black 
eyes, injured shins, or shakings 
Many of the people interviewed had 
fallen down stairs or tripped over 
furniture or sandbags and strec* 
curbs. 
Tne ligures did not include chil­ 
dren. 
Asking a subsidiary question, the 
institute found that 71 per cent 
tnought that the blackout was be­ 
ing 
properly 
observed 
in 
their 
neighborhood. This percentage held 
lairiy good over the w’hole country, 
no particular district being singled 
out by its inhabitants for blackness.
